WASHINGTON, July 23 (AP) 
~-Cordell Hull, former Secre- 
tary of State whom many hailed 
as “the father of the United 
Nations” died today. He was 
83 years old. 

Death came at 9 a.m. at the 
Naval Hospital in nearby 
Bethesda, Md., where the elder- 
ly statesman had been taken last 
March 26 after suffering a stroke 


in his hotel apartment. He had 
another stroke yesterday. 

Hull, as Secretary of State in 
three administrations of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
held the post longer than any 
other man in the nation’s his- 
tory—from March 1933 to No- 
vember 1944. 


Word of Hull’s death was 
flashed to the White House and 
State Department and was re- 
layed to Geneva, where Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was carrying 
on the struggle for world peace 
which was Hull’s greatest dream. 

In Hyde Park, N.Y., Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt said she was “very 
sad” to hear of Hull’s death, 
which she said, “ends a long life 
of devoted public service.” 

Illness forced his retirement 
in the grim days of World War 
II, which he had labored to 
avert, then labored to use as a 
springboard for establishing an 
enduring world peace. 


Awarded Nobel Prize. 


He was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1945 in tribute 
to his efforts to develop a 
world-wide, effective plan to 
banish war from the _ earth. 
These efforts led to creation of 
the United Nations. 

Hull had long been in poor 


health, suffering from high 
blood pressure and ailments of 
old age. 


In 1951 he suffered a cerebral 
thrombosis and was desperately 
ill for many months. Friends de- 
spaired of his life, but Hull 
made a good recovery and left 
the hospital to live in his hotel 
quarters. 

Mrs. Hull died in March 1954. 
They had no children. Hull con- 
ténued to live at the apartment 
until June of last year, returning 
then to Bethesda because of his 
general poor health. While there 
he suffered a slight stroke and 
for a time was too ill to receive 
visitors. 

Released again about the first 
of the year, he went back to the 
apartment. Friends reported he 
had been “up and around” al- 
most every day until he was 
stricken again in March. 

Maintained Interest. 

Until his stroke in March, and 
aside from periods of critical 
illness in recent years, Hull had 
steadily maintained an interest 
in national affairs. As the orig- 
inal sponsor of the reciprocal 
trade program, going back to his 
days in the Senate, Hull had 
been especially interested in 
United States trade policy and 
had closely fellowed the ups and 
downs in Congress of pending 
hegislation to carry on the trade 
program. 

Funeral services will be held, 
at Washington’s National (Epis- 
copal) Cathedral at 11 a.m. 
Tuesday. Burial will follow im- 
mediately in the cathedral ceme- 
tery, where Mrs. Hull is buried.

MOLOTOV SAID 
TO FEEL PARLEY

GENEVA, July 23 (UP)—So- 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Mol- 
otov believes the summit confer- 
ence has achieved “positive re- 
sults” and will lead to more 
fruitful contacts between East 
and West, informed sources said 
esterday. 

Molotov was reported to have 

made his appraisal of the con- 
ference during an “extremely 
cordial” meeting with Count 
Massimo Magistrati, head of the 
politieal section of the Italian 
foreign office. 

Magistrati, who previously met 
with Western officials, was re- 
ceived by Molotov at the Soviet 
official's villa yesterday. 

The sources said Molotov ex- 
pressed the opinion that the con- 
ference had completely changed 
the atmosphere between the 
East and West.

In the midst of World War II, 
which he had tried to hold back 
from America by diplomatic ma- 
neuvers, Secretary Hull worked 
to design a plan for a world 
free from the ‘‘lestructive 
forces of international] anarchy.” 
His efforts brought him the 1945 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

In acknowledging that award 
he called for an intensification 
of the struggle for peace “if the

Commending the Council 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The St. Louis County Council 
should be commended for protecting 
the best interests of county resi- 
dents in the matter of the Daniel 
Boone expressway. . 

A small minority of the residents 
living along the proposed route in 
Richmond Heights have presented to 
the County Council a petition to ap- 
prove the route 

This petition is the outcome of a 
fake resolution purporting to result 
from a meeting in Clayton Court 
House, Tuesday, July 12. A majority 
of voice votes against the resolution 
was ignored by the chairman of the 
meeting who for inexplicable mo- 
tives has turned his coat in this 
matter. Originally he led the forces 
against the route 

Opposition to the route does not 
stem from any specific group, busi- 
ness or otherwise, in Richmond 
Heights. Nor is there any factual 
information to gainsay that the great 
majority of Richmond Heights resi 
dents regard the route with great 


disfavor, largely because of two 
things. 

First, a better route which by- 
passes the outstanding deficiencies 


of the Red Feather Express Highway 
is not only logical but open to ac- 
ceptance. Second, it would avoid 
the necessity of making blind alleys 
of Richmond Heights streets, the 
greatly increased expenses of fire 
and police protection for that com- 
munity with.attendant increased city 
taxation, and the outright civic 
nuisance which would result if the 
present route were finally adopted. 


Further, the edict handed. down 
by the State Tax Commission, in- 
@easing real estate taxes 10 per 
cent over last year’s material in- 
crease in Richmond Heights, seems 
inconsistent with the inevitable de- 
crease in property values of 15.to 
25 per cent along the proposed route.

Criticism of businessmen‘in Government pos!- 
tions, paid and unpaid, is increasing as Con- 
gress moves toward prohibiting the employment 
of “dollar-a-year” men, except in national emer- 
gencies. Possible conflicts in the interests of 
regular federal officials, including those on the 
highest levels, also are again under consideration. 


Thus the partnership of Air Secretary Harold 
FE. Talbott in Paul B. Mulligan & Co. is under 
investigation by the McClellan committee of the 
Senate. He said that this paid him .$50,000 a 
year in contrast with his Government salary of 
$18,000. Although hersaid that he sees nothing 
wrong in his activities, published letters strongly 
suggest that the prestige of his office may have 
stimulated business with Government contract- 
ors. Such activity is questionable. Certainly it 
betrays insensitivity to the proprieties. 

Perhaps even more directly related to the 
problem of how a man may serve the nation 
without giving up his own private interests are 
the now confused charges of Comptroller General 
Joseph Campbell, head of the General Account- 
ing Office, against Howard I. Young of St. Louis. 
These involved deals of the American Zinc, Lead 
& Smelting Co., of which Mr. Young remained 
the $79,000-a-year president while serving as 
deputy defense materials procurement admin- 
istrator. 

Comptroller General Campbell’s charges en- 
countered denials, and responsibility for final 
decisions was assumed by Jess Larson, Mr. 
Young’s superior. Then GAO admitted that 
“there might have been some technical differ- 
ences” in connection with at least one transac- 
tion.

Efforts at such a legislative solution go back 
at least to 1917 when Congress forbade a federal 
employe to receive a salary from any source 
other than the Government. Gifts and contribu- 


tions to federal employes also were outlawed.

Almost immediately World War I showed that 
in an emergency Government needs so-called 
“dollar-a-year’” men. So did World War II. But 
abuses and suspicions brought the issue of di- 
vided loyalties again to the fore. Understandably, 
Congress favors “arms-length’’ Government-busi- 
ness relations. 

That is a Spartan ideal, Its strict observance 
could be costly. There are men outside the Gov- 
ernment service—businessmen, scientists, univer- 
sity researchers—of the highest competence. 
When the need arises, Government should be 
free to call for their services, and they should 
be free to render them without completely re- 
nouncing career and financial status, and without 
putting themselves in an ambiguous position. 

Some help may be found in the suggestion 
of the second Hoover Commission that, instead 
of being forced to liquidate previous connections, 
such men be required to take an oath to abstain 
from decisions affecting their private interests. 
An oath should strengthen that integrity which, 
happily, most men bring to their work. 
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One Answer to Centralization 

St. Louis county’s Health Department is work- 
ing out a system for placing a metropolitan serv- 
ice on a local basis. Dr. Herbert R. Domke re- 
ports that Webster Groves, Maplewood, Olivette 
and Manchester all have indicated a desire to 
contract with the Health Department for general 
health services within those municipalities. 

The city of Jennings has had such a contract 
for some time. Jennings, for example, pays the 
county health agency $4500 a year for a full time 
Sanitary expert, and so much for so many hours 
of other types of service. As Health Commis- 
sioner Domke told the County Council: 

The Health Department can provide the 
municipality a trained staff with adequate 
supervision, which the smaller municipalities 
otherwise cannot economically obtain. 

On the other hand, the local “grass roots” 
concern and interest in neighborhood prob- 
lems insures against the loss of contact with 
local concerns which may develop in large 
centralized government agencies. 

The arrangement allows a community to make 
use of a larger, more efficient service than it can 
afford, and still to tailor that service to its own 
special needs, This is one practical approach to 
a problem which arises whenever public facili- 
ties are merged or expanded or centralized. That 
problem is how to keep the human touch. 
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The Latest on SPP’s 

With quite scientific reports just at hand from 
Cambridge University, we hasten to share with 
our readers the most recently acquired knowl- 
edge of SPP’s. This is oral shorthand used at the 
International Conference on Psychic Research. 
It really means “spontaneous psychic phenom- 
enon.” But our favorite terms, according to 
mood, are ghosts, spooks, spirits, haunts, polter- 
geists and other such unscientific nouns. 

We may have been a little too skeptical about 
these SPP’s. Admittedly they have been right 
useful to story-writers, but otherwise most of us 
have not counted on them for contributions to 
the economy. In fact, we have been inclined to 
dismiss them as just so much air. But Prof. Hor- 
nell Hart of Duke University has been conduct- 
ing a census of these wraiths. And he has not 
contented himself merely with counting ecto- 
plasmic noses. 

He has made a special eomparative examina- 
tion of 165 specters, finding that they have no 
less than 46 traits in common. The apparitions 
are vehicles of memory and purpose, he said, 
and they may appear transparent, solid or lumi- 
nous. (Nothing was said about luminous paint 
and tape salesmen being as active in the phan- 
tom world as in the one in which we encounter 
them so often.) Also, any ghost the least bit 
talented can easily glide through a wall or sink 
through a floor. And such a spook, of course; can 
do anything within the capability of ordinary, 
work-to-eat people. This raises the question 
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whether the new automatic factories and the 
mechanical brains may not be a bit of a hoax. 
These might be operated by transparent wraiths 
friendly to the builder, and who would be wiser? 
If this is the secret, it probably will come out 
soon since the wraiths, having all human ca- 
pacities, are sure to form a union before long; 
after which they probably will go on strike, and 
all the automatic gears and wheels and levers 
will come to a dead stop. It’s something to 
watch for. 

Meanwhile it has been suggested that the 
ghosts might be most properly called EPP’s 
meaning ‘extrasensory preception projections.” 
But that is not for us. We have just learned 
SPP, and we are going to use it for a while. 
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No Boom for the Farmers 

Secretary Humphrey must have had a good 
deal of satisfaction from the final budget figures 
for the fiscal year which ended July 1. Mr. 
Humphrey, whose position in the Administration 
is that of a Vice President in Charge of Finance, 
has tentatively held out the hope of presenting 
President Eisenhower with a balanced budget in 
fiscal 1956, and the 1955 figures will bolster 
that hope. 

They show that the recovery from the 1954 re- 
cession had already begun, prior to July 1, to 
have a noticeable effect on tax revenues. Treas- 
ury receipts increased $1,303,000,000 beyond the 
official estimate of last January, and the $4.1 
billion deficit was less than had been anticipated 
at that time. 

The reduction in the deficit would have been 
much more substantial had not expenditures also 
risen by nearly a billion dollars beyond the 
January estimate. Why such a sharp rise during 
the last half of the fiscal year, after most of the 
appropriations for that year had already been 
made? The answer is that all of the rise, and 
more, was accounted for by a heavy increase in 
outlays for farm price supports. 

In January, the Treasury estimated that price 
support operations in fiscal 1955 would require 
gross outlays of $5.7 billion. By July the actual 
outlays had risen to $7 billion. 

Not all of this sum will be lost to the Treasury. 
The greater part of it may be recovered from the 
sale of stored crops taken over by the Govern- 
ment. Furthermore, these expenditures were 
made when price supports were still fixed by law 
at 90 per cent of parity. Lower support levels 
now coming into effect under the Administra- 
tion’s flexible support policy may reduce the cost 
of the program in future years. 

Yet the immediate burden is so heavy that 
the Agriculture Department has just gone to 
Congress with a request for two billion dollars’ 
more borrowing authority for these operations. 
The Government now has a total of $8,700,000,000 
tied up in surplus farm products in storage, and 
its investment is expected to reach 11 or 12 bil- 
lion by next February. 

The farm economy, as these figures remind 
us, is to a large extent not sharing in the boom 
that animates other sections of the national econ- 
omy. The consequences are bound to be felt in 
the Federal budget. 
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Half a Loaf in the Reserves 


Senate and House conferees have agreed upon 
a military reserve bill that is a greatly watered 
down version of the Administration measure. It 
will not now be possible to attain the 2,900,000 
ready reserve for mid-1959 that had been sought 
by the Pentagon. And thousands of well-trained 
men who served between the end of the Korean 
War and the present will escape all reserve 
obligations. 

Men who serve after the bill is enacted will 
have a total active duty and reserve obligation 
of five years instead of eight. The volunteers 
for six months active duty will be restricted to 
250,000 annually who are under 18-and-a-half 
years old. They will have a seven-and-a-half year 
reserve obligation. There will be no cash bonuses. 

From this foundation it should be possible in 
time to build up a reserve such as the Army 
now needs so badly. But since this reserve is 
going to be much weaker in numbers and slower 
in getting started than had been expected, the 
greatest caution should be exercised in reducing 
the size of the regular Army. 
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A Difficult Assignment 

In accordance with an ordinance adopted in 
April, Mayor Tucker has now appointed a Board 
of Review for Juvenile Readers. This is accepted 
with less than loud cheers. There is no denying 
that the smut-book trade, which brought about 
this action, is a real problem. Psychiatrists, juve- 
nile authorities, the police and all with a regard 
for public decency can prove this only too readi- 
ly. On the other hand, there is an inevitable 
concern about anything akin to censorship. 

It is an often twisted half-truth that legislation 
cannot create proper standards. It can’t, but it 
can be a help—a help generally to be sought 
only in a very difficult situation. The best solu- 
tion to a problem of this kind is self-control. But 
this is ignored by those who believe in ‘‘anything 
for a dollar.”” Against such the community has a 
right to defend itself. 

No doubt, the members of the Mayor’s board 
are hoping that publishers will. give them no 
cause for action. The distributors can help, too. 
If they wish, they can refuse to have anything 
and everything dumped on them for sale. What 
would publishers do withgut outlets? Dealers 
need not accept coercion. 

The board itself, we trust, will act with dis- 
crimination. Enforcement of the law against obvi- 
ous pornography will not be criticized by the 
community. There will be little sympathy for 
one who asserts that the guarantee of a free 
press sanctions the distribution of the worst 
trash. The board’s troubles will come, if come 
they do, in that gray zone between the univer- 
sally condemned and the universally accepted. 
Here calm deliberation and a careful considera- 
tion of all implications will help. 
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Approval for $1 an Hour 

There is a very easy way to find out whether 
Congress was justified in raising the legal mini- 
mum wage in interstate industries from 75 cents 
to $1 instead of to only 90 cents as President 
Eisenhower proposed. A minimum wage of $1 an 
hour means a minimum pay of $8 a day and 
that in turn means a minimum wage of $40 a 
week for a 40-hour work week. 

Surely if a man is worth hiring at all, he is 
entitled to at least $40 for himself and his fam- 
ily when prices and costs are as high as they 
are today. Actually most interstate industries pay 
a minimum wage substantially above $1 an hour 
so the legislation affects only a relatively small 
proportion of workers. This, in our opinion, 
amply justifies the $1 rate. 

The vote on the bill in the House provides an- 
other test. On whether the minimum should be 
90 cents or $1, the House divided 188 to 145 in 
favor of the higher figure. Then it passed the 
$1 rate in its final form by the overwhelming 
vote of 362 to 54, ;

When interested Missourians consid- 
ered the theme of National Wildlife 
Week last March—‘‘Save the Wetlands” 
—most of them had only a hazy notion 
of what “wetlands” are. 

Yet there was a time in the memory 
of anyone over 50 when Missouri was 
favored by a great deal of wetlands. 

The greatest wetlands the state ever 
knew were those of the seven-county, 
delta-country region once known sar- 
castically as “Swampeast Missouri,” and 
still sometimes: 
called that, almost 
lovingly, by old res- 
identers. 

The Delta coun- 
try comprises ex- 
treme Southeastern 
Missouri, including 
the Bootheel, and is 
bordered on the 
east by Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. To cruise southward down Highway 
61 from Cape Girardeau, to burst dra- 
matically and unexpectedly into the 
great flat alluvial plain of the Delta 
comes as a shock. For the Delta coun- 
ties—Pemiscot, Dunklin, Mississippi, 
Scott, New Madrid, Stoddard, Butler— 
are unique to the beholder the first time 
he travels into them. 


‘Nothing Out Back But Swamp’ 


At one time the Gulf of Mexico 
washed the Ozark foothills, with Cape 
Girardeau and Poplar Bluff now on that 
ancient shoreline. 
er, in its meanderings over the millenia, 
cut two major channels through the 
Delta flatness. One of these ancient 
beds is the wash that runs from Cape 
Girardeau toward Poplar Bluff; the oth- 
er begins at Cape and runs southward. 

There was a good reason for dubbing 
this area “Swampeast Missouri,” but 
there was a good deal of dry ground 
even in a country predominantly wet- 
land. Early land grants were for so 
many “arpens of land fronting on the 
Camino Real” and the back door was 
left open. In those days it didn’t make 
a great deal of difference: there wasn’t 
anything out back but swamp. 

The Delta counties were attractive to 
early settlers. The great timber—there 
is a record of an oak 10 feet through 
and many trees 150 feet high—was “cer- 
tain sign” to our ancesters that the soil 
was rich. In those days it was custom- 
ary to shun prairie land. 

The tales old timers tell of the swamp, 
of the teeming game and fish life and 
the dangers, are almost as tall as the 
trees that once grew there. 

It is a matter of record that venison 
was regularly furnished timber workers 
in their swamp camps during the sea- 
son. It is also true that there was a 
time when local butchers suspended 
operations at certain seasons because 
game and fish were so abundant. 


Logs Had to Be 30 Inches or More 


Timber cutting in the central trough 
of Little river began in the 1890s, but 
its heyday was the two decades 1900- 
1920. Several large lumber outfits felled 
trees in the area, but probably the larg- 
est was Himmelberger-Harrison Lumber 
Co., which cut about 250,000 acres. 
Red gum was a specialty of Himmel- 
berger-Harrison, and any log less than 
30 inches in diameter was rejected. (To- 
day a 10-inch gum log is considered good.) 

Many of the timber cutters were ho- 
boes recruited from passing trains, al- 
though local labor formed the steady 
force. Logging camps were canvas cities, 
a huge circus tent serving as a messhall. 

The usual wages were from 20 to 25 
cents an hour, plus food and lodging. 
The work day was 10 hours, on paper, 
but often from dawn to dusk. Food was 
plentiful and good: a sample breakfast 
menu listed sausage, ham, bacon, corn-

bread, hot biscuits, pancakes, eggs, pre- 
serves, sorghum and maple syrup. 

The timber cutting was aimed at not 
only selling lumber but clearing land 
for agricultural use. The larger land- 
holders, desirous of realizing some prof- 
it from relatively worthless cleared land 
that was too wet, got together early in 
this century to form a drainage corpora- 
ion that became, in December 1907, the 
Little River Drainage District. 

The initial bond issue for financing 
the project was $11,100,000, although 
about $80,000,000 have been spent since. 

Drainage was begun in 1913 and 1914. 
As the timber cutters moved southward 
in their operations, the drainage crews 
followed in their wake. It was in the 
designing of the drainage plan that an 
unsung genius came to the fore. 


Daring Drainage Plan for Region 


Otto Kochtitzky of New Madrid was 
a second-generation American who grew 
up in the Delta country. As an engi- 
neering graduate of the University of 
Missouri he found steady employment 
in designing drainage ditches before 
Little river came ino existence. 

When he was selected as the first 
chief engineer of the district he had a 
plan that still seems audacious. 

His plan was to divert the entire flow 
of the southeastern Ozarks away from 
the Delta country, greatly reducing the 
water coming in and simplifying drain- 
age of the water on the land. 

The Headwater Diversion canal, ex- 
tending from Greenbrier to Cape Girar- 
deau, turned off the waters of the Cas- 
tor river, Whitewater river and smaller 
streams coming down from the St. Fran- 
cois mountains, to shunt them along the 
edge of the Ozark foothills, across Bol- 
linger and Cape Girardeau counties, to 
the Mississippi. 

A system of ditches was begun follow- 
ing the diversion of these waters, ditches 
that emptied into larger and fewer 
waterways until five major canals car- 
ried the total flow into Big Lake, Ark. 

In all, 1200 miles of ditches and levees 
were constructed, converting useless 
land with a “speculative value” of $5 an 
acre, into the finest agricultural land 
in the state. (Land values are estimated 
to average from $250 to $500 an acre.) 
The land in the Little River district is 
about 97 per cent in cultivation. 


Farms Replace the Forest 


The wildlife paradise was gone but 
in its place man had built an agricul- 
tural region so rich that the seven 
Southeast counties account for about 25 
per cent of the total cash value of ag- 
ricultural production in Missouri. 

Crops bringing this wealth—mainly 
cotton and soybeans, but other common 
field crops do equally well—owe their 
excellence to the 50 inch rainfall, the 
long growing season and the good soil. 
Half the rain falls during the warm 
months, and the average growing season 
is 210 days of frost-free weather. Delta 
farmers can begin farming operations 
nearly a full month before north Mis- 
souri farmers can, and they usually have 
little to fear from drouth. But more im- 
portant than the weather is the soil. 

Wildlife managers have long known 
that there is a close relationship be- 
tween wildlife abundance and good soil. 
Foresters know that trees of the propor- 
tions that grew in Little river drainage 
reached that size because of the fertility 
there which indicated the land would 
be fertile for agriculture. It is the farm- 
er who dominates the Delta today.

The Nordic Democracies 
THE CHALLENGE OF SCANDINAVIA, by Wil- 

liam L. Shirer. (Little, Brown, 437 pgs., $5.) 

Veteran foreign correspondent Wil- 
liam L. Shirer has turned his careful 
eye on the Scandinavian countries to 
see what is happening there of interest 
to America. His attention concentrates 
primarily on two major points: the in- 
ternational position of these four states, 


and the direction being taken in eco- - 


nomic, social and cultural life. 

Shirer combines some history with his 
current analysis to develop perspective 
especially on the situation of Scandi- 
navia between East and West. The stra- 
tegic location is obvious, first of all te 
the Scandinavians themselves. “Today, 
they realize, they no longer lie outside 
the main highways of war. They find 
themselves right in the middle of what 
is perhaps the main thoroughfare in any 
future conflict. Their once peaceful 
lands have suddenly become also the 
crucial northern flank in the struggle 

between the Soviet 
Union and the 
MPs West.” 

Denmark and Nor- 
f ; way were invaded 
G : by the Nazis in 
1940; they have 
joined Nato. Swe- 
den managed _ to 
stay neutral during 
the war and still 
pursues neutrality, 
though many are 
skeptical. The Finns 
were Hitler’s allies 
because that was 
the way to strike 
back at the Rus 
sians who had mauled them in the Win» 
ter War of 1939-40; their status now 
also is neutrality in the belief that a 
policy of antagonism toward Moscow 

would result finally in destruction. 

The chief “challenge” for us lies in 
the societies which the Scandinavians 
have developed: “ .. . it seemed to m6 
that, by trial and error, by exercise of 
intelligence, tolerance, perseverance 
and good will, they had managed to 
erect as genuine a democracy as there 
is on earth, not only a political democra- 
cy but a social and, in part, an economie 
democracy and that . . it offered its 
members without exception a fair op 
portunity to live a life of some meaning 
both in and beyond the daily toil for a 
living, relieving them of some of the 
needless wear and tear and fear that 
saps the human spirit in so many other 
countries.” 

The extremes of poverty and wealth 
have been eliminated through what 
Shirer considers an upgrading process. 
Heavy taxation (on our standards) tends 
to redistribute income through the chan- 
nel of wide-ranging social services ad- 
ministered by the state. Material stand- 
ards of living are lower than ours, but 
without signs of general dissatisfaction. 
Cultural activities—music, the theater, 
the arts—are supported enthusiastically, 
and the people buy and read many more 
books than we do. : 

Whether or not the direction taken by 
the Scandinavian countries can be a 
guide for the United States is a much 
discussed question. Shirer points directs 
ly at the primary factor to be consider 
ed: the population is small and the nae 
tional groups remarkably homogeneous. 
The population of the United States is 
more than ten times the total of thé 
four Scandinavian countries combined, 
and our nation is a composite of many 
non-homogeneous groups. What works 
in a small, well-knit society may be 
very difficult or impossible under dif- 
ferent conditions. .

Surprise No. 1, self-perpetuating | 
from day to day, was her pres- 
ence in the tournament, match | 
by match and victory by victory. 
She kept expecting her luck to | 
run out like bargain nylons. 


It didn’t in the title match, |

couldn’t afford to pay for the 
shots before they could receive 
them free. 

He recalled that originally the 
Administration asked for $28,- 
000,000 to pay for free shots for 
children whose parents could 
not afford them. Then, he con- 
tinued, the Administration 
agreed that no children should 
be required to say that they 
lacked the means to pay for the 
shots. 

Hill atgued that the Adminis- 
tration by adding only $82,000,- 
000 to its first request was in 
effect asking that the “means 
test” remain a part of the vac- 
cination program.

RiO DE JANEIRO, July 23 
(AP) — Thousands of Roman 
Catholic men received commun- 
ion early today in the climax 
to seven and a half hours of 
continuous services atthe thirty- 
sixth International Eucharistic 
Congress. 

A midnight mass preceding 
the communion was celebrated 
by Cardinal Francis Spellman, 
archbishop of New York. He 
spoke before an estimated 150,- 
000 persons in Congress Plaza. 

There was no estimate of the 
number of men who received 
communion, but 200 priests 
spent an hour and 10 minutes 
carrying out the service. 

A special communion for 
women was held Thursday. Con- 
fessions from 50,000 children 
were heard yesterday in prepa- 
ration for communion today.

Set 
your course by your own pediatrician and read the book he 
suggests as helpful. Stay by it and the pediatrician. Don’t 
go shopping for a doctor and another book. That way lies 
much trouble and confusion.

THE YOUNG MOTHER LOOKS BACK on her child- 
hood. What did her mother do in such a situation? Does 
it seem right now? Did it make her more at peace with 
herself and her world or did it leave her unhappy and un- 
satisfied? Memory is a great help here. It calls on common 
sense, a most valuable quality for a mother to cultivate. It 
says, “Do what seems best under the circumstances.” 

“The book says to feed the baby on schedule. If I do 
that he cries long before the clock says “Time.’ If I feed 
him when he cries, ‘hungry,’ he goes to sleep with a smile 
on his face.” Common sense says feed him.

He cuddles 
against me and goes to sleep in a few minutes, but I feel 
guilty.” 

Don't feel guilty. You will soon learn when to cuddle 
and when not to cuddle. Babies are intelligent and they are 
quick to-learn how to gain more personal attention than 
they exactly need. But mothers soon learn that and common 
sense tells them to keep the baby comfortable and as happy 
as possible while keeping his demands within reason. 

If “within reason,” is too indefinite for the inexperi- 
enced young mother, there is always the pediatrician to ad- 
vise her. Tell him abcut the troubles you have, or feel you 
have, and he will gladly advise about the situation. Remem- 
ber that you, the young mother, and your husband, the 
young father, must live happily, too. Have no guilty feel- 
ing about that.

It is understandable that 


South thought the opponents 
had an easy game, if not a slam, 
but that did not remotely justi- 
fy the three-club overcall. On 
the one side, that bid was far 
too vigorous in that it exposed 
South to an enormous set, and 
on the other side the bid was 
too feeble, since a three-club 
pre-emptive (of all suits) does 
not figure to do a very good 
job of keping the enemy quiet— 
especially not after an opening 
bid has been made. South had 
only one reasonable course: to 
pass. 

However, South got off rela- 
tively light, in view of both his 
bid and his play. 

West opened his top heart. 
The ace was put up and, for 
dubious reasons, declarer led 
the heart queen through East, 
who covered. South ruffed and 
went out for a diamond trick 
(and a discard on the heart 
jack) by leading to the diamond 
king. .The ace was wrong for 
him, however; East took the 
trick and made the good shift to 
his singleton trump. 

South put up the trump 
queen; West won and, to keep 
declarer from making too many 
low trumps by ruffing, contin- 
ued with the jack of trumps. 
South won and now—very be- 
latedly—led a spade. Westsaw 
no reason to put up the king 
against dummy’s nine, so he 
ducked, and East won with the 
queen. East cashed the dia- 
mond queen—and then wrecked 
the defense: he laid down the 
ace of spades! West’s king fell 
on this lead, and now declarer 
had two good spades. The up- 
shot was that East-West defeat- 
ed the contract only three tricks 
and collected only 500 points. 
This was two tricks and 400 
points less than they should 
have collected. With South 
starting the play as he did, he 
should have been held to three 
trumps and the ace of hearts.

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


AST year 543 St. Louisans 

died as a result of an acci- 

dent. Ironically enough 247 
(45 per cent) of these accidents 
occurred in the home—the one 
place where we usually feel the 
safest. We have no way of know- 
ing the exact number of nonfatal 
home accidents but, based on na- 
tional estimates, it can be as- 
sumed that for every fatal acci- 
dent last year there occurred ap- 
proximately 150 nonfatal in- 
juries, many of which resulted 
in varying degrees of disability 
—from a sprained ankle to total 
disability. 

We do know that nearly all 
home accidents could be pre- 
vented, simply by removing 
hazards—by good, orderly house- 
keeping if you prefer—and by 
training ourselves in good safety 
practices. 

It is only natural for us to be- 
come so used to our surround- 
ings that we fail to see danger 
signals right in front of our eyes. 
Here are just a few danger sig- 
nals to look for in and around 
your home. 

Outside. No porch light; steps 
in need of repair; tools left ly- 
ing on ground; spray and insec- 
ticides left for children to find. 

Hall and Living Room. No 
handrail on stairs; carpets in 
need of repair; unanchored 
throw rugs and highly waxed 
floors; no fire screen; trailing 
extension cords; loaded firearms, 
‘ lighters and matches in reach of 
children. 

Kitchen. Curtains within reach 
of open fire; curled-up linoleum; 
spilled water or grease on floor; 
electric appliances near sink, Do 
you always use a sturdy step 
stool to reach high shelves; al- 
ways stand to one side when 
lighting the oven; always turn 
pot handles to back of stove? 

Bath and bedroom. Electric 
appliances in bathroom—never 
touch a light switch or electric 
appliance with wet hands or 
when in tub; no handhold near 
tub; unlabeled medicine bottles; 
medicine bottles in reach of 
children; smoking in bed; trip- 
ping hazards and throw rugs by 
bed; scissors, needles, pins heft 
where children can find them. 

Basement and Attic. Brooms, 
mops, etc., stored on steps; un- 
lighted stairways with no hand- 
rails; accumulations of papers, 
old clothing, furniture, oily rags, 
and other combustible articles,

Market Experiences 
Period of Jitters on Geneva 
Conference Before Upturn,

NEW YORK, July 23 (‘UP)— 
Stocks advanced this week after 
experiencing a brief perii of 
jitters ou the Geneva ccafer- 
‘ence. Wall Street conservatives 

talked down Geneva worries. 
they held that peace would be 
-a boon to the nation’s industries 
and a boon in turn to the stock 
market. When defense stocks 
had gone through some more 
selling, they steadied and came 
back substantially. That was the 
signal for the whole market to 
turn: up. 

Corporation reports showing 
the progress of industry in the 
second quarter and first half— 
many of them records—helped 
the rise along. Several compa- 
nies ordered stock splits and 
several ot raised dividends 
or declared extras. Meantime, 
industry continued to mount to 
new records and official experts 
said the rise would continue 
with 1955 taking its place as 
our best economic year. 

Trade and Price Pick Up. 

Early in the week when the 
market was in a_ declining 
process, the trading lightened. 
It picked up as prices turned up. 
Leadership was of the highest 
caliber: Industrial ‘gains cen- 
tered on the blue chips and 
finally — on Friday — the rails 
came to life. The rise in rails 
heartened the chartists who had 
been gloomy when the carrier 
issues failed to join the advance, 
Their rise on Friday helped in- 
' still new spirit into the whole 
market. The railroad average 
|came within 3 points of its high 
|since 1930. The industrials ap- 
proached their record high set a 
short time ago. The utilities set 
|a new 24-year high with a record 
of gaining in every session, even 
the ones in which the other 
|major groups declined. 

Railroads reported a sharp 
rise in carloadings and their 
business outlook improved to the 
»point where several of them 
placed huge car orders. This in 
turn helped the outlook for the 
cyclical railroad ne is- 
sues. 


Oils Turn Strong. 

Oil issues displayed strength 
most of the week and several 
reached new highs. World peace 
on a brighter basis would help 
those companies, the market 
'men said. They also held that 
other companies with foreign con- 
nections or with export possi- 
biilties would be aided. The 
street tried to sort out those is- 
sues and some of the buying was 
based on that situation. 

Tobaccos had a better market. 
Many other subsidiary groups 
joined the big boys in their rise.
